Hoh. Frank Oliver Speaks in Town, 


of Didsbury, Where in 1896 
There Was But One Man. 


Didsbury,Oct. 22—Hon. Frank Oliver 
visited Didsbury last night and ad- 
dressed a crowded meeting in the 
opera house. He recalled the time 
when he campaigned in Didsbury in 
1896, and said the population at that 
time was the magnificent tota) of one, 
The change, which had taken place 
since, was a pretty good indication cf 
the progress which had been made un- 
der the Liberal administration. The 
country, however, was far from being 
developed, and they were each staking 
their lives, their labor and their 
money on the continuance of develop- 
ment. ‘You have heard,’ he said, 
“what the Liberals have to propose. 
You have the Liberal record for twelve 
years and you have the Liberal pro- 
posals for the next term, T take it 
that you stand for development—that 
you want progress to continue. And 
I ask you what alternative policy of 
development have our opponents plac- 
ed before you. So far as I have yet 
heard they have offered you nothing. 
There has been criticism, fault-find- 
ing, slander and villification, but not 
one proposal for the advancement of 
Western Canada. The policy of the 
government has to be decided on Mon- 
day next, and your ballots wil! de- 
cide whether the policy of develop- 
ment shall continue or not. The Con- 
servative party in Eastern Canada, 
where five out of every six of the 
votes are, are condemning the gov- 
ernment for extravagance in expendi- 
tures on western development and, if 
they are honest, and they embark on 
a policy of retrenchment as they are 
pledged to do, western development 
must cease.” 


Majorities Talk. 

“This is not a personal question as 
between the candidates. It is your 
question. I have heard it said: “If 
the Liberal government were in dang- 
er I would, of course, vote Liberal, 
but the Libera] government is not in 
danger and I shall vote any way I like , 
according to my personal inclina- | 
tione.’’ But you cannot afford to take 
avy chances, atid, besides, if you want 
trong work from the government in 
your behall, you must give it a strong 
majority, showing that the people of 
Western Canada are behind it in ite 
efforts for continued advancement.”

Mr, Oliver said he understood that 
there was complaint, because, to the 
east settlers possessed the purchased 
homestead and pre-emption, whereas 
to the west they did not. In 1907, the 
Liberal government proposed that the 
settlers to the west and the east and 
in the whole prairie country should 
have the pre-emption and purchased 
homestead privilege, but the Conser- 
vative party blocked the measure, in

A Solid West the Answer. 

The Conservatives in Eastern Can- 
ada were striking a blow at the pro- 
gress and development of Western 
Canada, and he appealed to them for 
a solid West that would be an answer 
to such tactics, which, if successful, 
would do great injury te their pros- 
pects as western settlers ffi 

In regard to timber iimits, Mr. Oli- 
ver pointed out that T. A. Burrows 
succeeded only eighteen times out vf 
twenty-five tenders and two of the 
limits whieh he acquired had no tim- 
ber on them and Mr. Burrows lost 
his money; whereas, Cowan, a Con- 
servative of Prince Albert, tendered 
five times and succeeded five times, 
and Cowan, Moore and Sanderson 
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tendered nine times and succeeded 
nine times. This showed, he remark- 
ad, that there was nothing unusual in 
the success of T. A. Burrows. 

The minister, in conclusion, spoke of 
the advantage it would be to the 
constituency aand the country, gen- 
erally ,to have as representative a 
mau of the ability of Dr. Clark. There 
were not many constituencies that 
had men capable of doing work which 
he would be able to do il backed by

Hon. Frank Oliver addressed a 
meeting in Riviere Qui Barre last eve- 
ning, which was attended by the far- 
mers from the surrounding district, 
as well as by the people of the settle- 
ment.

the interior, J. D, Hyndman, the 
Conservative candidate, waa invited 
to be present in person. He failed 
to put in an appearance, but was rep- 
resented by W, A. Griesbach, H, A. 
Mackie and Lucien Dubue, of Edmon- 
ton. Besides Hon. Frank Oliver, the 
Liberal speakers were Senator Roy, 
Milton Martin, and J. E, Theriault, of 
Edmonton and Omar 8t. Germain of 
Morinville. The meeting opened at 
8.45. There were two chairman, 
Messrs, Kinsella and Comeau. The 
three Liberal speakers, Milton Martin, 
J. E, Theriault and Qmar St. Ger- 
maine, spoke first. Then followed the 
three Conservative speakers, These 
six speakers each occupied fifteen 
minutes, Mr. Oliver then spoke, and 
Senator Ro closed the meeting, It 
Was then J o'clock this. morning, but 
despite this fact the entire audience 
remained to the end. 

Hon, Mr. Oliver was in splendid 
form, He was repeatedly interrupted 
by W. A. Griesbach, whose questions 
he answered 80 effectively that Mr. 
Griesbach finally decided he had had 
enough, Mr. Oliver proved to the 
satisiaction of the entire audience 
that Mr. Griesbach had deliberatel 
mistated the facts in connection with

An incident of the meeting was the 
rage into which Lucien Dubuc was 
plunged when Senator Roy incidental- 
ly referred to Mr. Dubuc’s change of 
heart following his disappointment at 
failing to be elected tor a provincial 
constituency at the last election, Mr 
Dubue rose from his seat on the plat- 
form, and Senator Roy feared he 
would be assaulied. 

The meeting closed with cheers for 
Laurier and Oliver, There were no 
cheers for Borden or Hyndman, a fact 
which indicated very forcefully the 
feeling of the meeting throughout.

CLIFFORD SIFTON 
IN HIS HOME CITY 


He Receives a Tremendous Ovation 
From Citizens of Winter 
Fair City. 


—— 


Brandon, Man,, October 22.—Every 
seat in the great »uditorium of the 
Brandon Winter Fair was occupied 
last night and hundreds upon hun- 
dreds stood about the walls and on 
every bit of floor space that was avail- 
able. A large share of the entire 
population of the City of Brandon 
must have been present, and all ac- 
knowledged the meeting was the great- 


est ever gathered together west :f 
Winnipeg. The meeting was wholly 
with and for Mr. Clifford Sifton. 


There was a noticeable friendliness 
towards him on account of the at- 
tempt of the organized hoodluma in 
Winnipeg to prevent his speech gett- 
ing into the public mind and — thus 
puncturing many of the windy charges 
and misstatements made by his op- 
ponents. Every word was cheered 
and the delighted laughter was loud 
and frequent as Mr. Sifton’s logic 
turned the Conservative charges jn- 
side out, showed all kinds of incon- 
sistencies in the charges themselyos 
and between the different men makehg 
them. Cheers greeted Mr. Sifton's 
comparison of Mr, Daly's dismissal 
from the cabinet ag a man not suffi- 
ciently useful for the position he ve- 
cupied, and hia own resignation; and 
his statement: “Tt ie a matter of com- 
mon knowi the Prune Minis. 
ter has repe asked me to. re- 
enter the government since my re- 
signation,”” was cheered again and 
again. 
Unlike Winnripeg Hoodlumism. 

The meeting was quiet and orderly 
throughout, There was never any 
suggestion of disturbance any way 
whatever, nor did the people of the 
city anticipate anything but the best 
of order. Brandon has no hoodlums, 
and if the Opposition organization 
here had tried to hire any, as the 
Winnipeg organization hired them, 
they would not have been able to 
find any one in the city daring enough 
to interrupt Mr. Sifton here and to 
iry to prevent his arguments being 
heard.

SUCCESSFUL LIBERAL 
MEETING IN NORWOOD 


Major Thibaudeau and John Howey 
Spoke in Interests of Hon. “Mr. 
Oliver—G. C. McCaul Represented 

the Conservatives—He Pooh-Pooh- 

ed the Hudson Bay Railway Pro- 
ject—Mr. Howey Replies Effec- 
tively. 


Two political meetings in one )uild- 
ing and opposing meetings at, that 
was the situation in the Odd(ellows’ 
Hall at Norwood last evening. 

Major Thibaudeau and Joan Howey 
were on hand to address the Liberal 
meeting, and an orchestra was pre- 
sent to furnish a musical program. 
Owing to the’‘small gathering of the 
Conservatives their leaders approach- 
ed the Liberals, asking for a joint 
meeting. The latter said that they 
had their meeting advertised, had the 
crowd there and the speakers and in- 
tended to hold a Liberal meeting, but 
any Conservative was invited to 
speak. ©. C. McCaul, K.C., was de- 
legated to address the meeting in ac- 
cordance with this arrangement. 


The audience was treated to a very 
clear and logical exposition of both 
Liberal and Conservative arguments. 
C. C. MeCaul adopted a very peculier 
course of procedure. He said, in 
effect, that there are no issues in this 
campaign, .. Both parties are at one 
regarding the tariff question and rail- 
way extension, he Conservative 
campaign, he said, consists of attacks 
on the Liberal administration, but, le 
adinitted, that only a prima facia 
case had been made out, which was 
far from conclusive. He attacked 
the Autonomy Bill, particularly the 
provision which retained the crown 
lands in the hands of the Federal gov- 
ernment, and said that the western 
provinces were handicapped for all 


time. Mr. McCaul thought that for 
this alleged mal-administration the 
Liberals should be turned out cf 


office. It was significant that not 
once in his lonetie address did tne 
mention the name of Mr. J. D. Hyiid- 
man, 

John Howey, who followed Mr. Me- 
Caul, showed that there were issues in 
the campaign and very material is- 
sues. He explained the Liberal posi- 
tion respecting the tariff and railway 
expansion and contrasted the Liberal 
policy in these and in other respects 
with the Halifax platform and_ the 
campaign scandal on the part of the 
Conservatives. The platform lad 
collapsed and the seandals had «x- 
ploded. He gave the personnel of 
the Conservative leaders and showed 
they were ateeped in shady trans 
actions. He asked whether they were 
suitable men to direct the destinics of 
a nation. The Liberal party stands 
for certain grand principles, to which 
the Conservatives are opposed. It 
remains for the electors. to decide whe- 
ther those principles should be sus- 


tained in the administration of ‘the 
country. 
.Major Thibaudeau. 
Major Thibaudeau, who was the 
first speaker, said that in 1904 the 
Liberal administretion had received 


the overwhelming approval of — the 
country, and there was no reason why 
they should not do so again, In the 
39 bye-elections of the past five 
years 30 Liberals had been returned. 
This, suid the Major, was indicative 
of a victory at the general elections. 
“Let Laurier finish the work he has 
begun,” said the speaker. ‘“‘Let him 
finish the St. Lawrence route and the 
western railway development policy. 
Choose between a party which has de- 
veloped the country and one which 
has steeped it in racial and religious 


strife. Today the Liberals have a 
majority of 55, and without the Que- 
bee majority it would still be 4. 
Every prevince, except Prince Edward 
Island, gave a majority to this ad- 
ministration, and it is expected that 
every province will do so again. on 
October 26.

London, Oct last the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council delivered judgment in the 
case of the 8. A. Compagnie Hydraul- 
ique de St. Francois v, the Continen- 
tat Heat and Light Company, and to- 
dey their Lordships cave ‘reasons for 
the report,’” 

Sir Arthur Wilson delivered the re- 
port, and said that the respondents 
took steps to act under their charter 
by establishing works within thirty 
miles of Disraeli, The appellants 
applied for an injunction to restrain 
them trom so doing. The courte in 
Canada refused the injunction, and 
against that refusal the.present appeal 
has been brought. 

The contention oRebehall of the ap- 
pellant company was that the only 
effect of this Canadian act was to 
authorize the respondent company to 
carry out the contemplated opeations 
in the sense that its doing so would 
not be ultra vires of the company, but 
that the legality of the company’s ac- 
tion in any province must be depend- 
ent upon the laws of that proviner. | 

This contention seems to their 
Lordships to be in conflict with sev- 
eral decisions of this board,Those de- 
cisions have established that where, 
as here, a given field of legislation, 
is within the competence both of the 
Parliament of Canada and of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, and both have leg- 
islated, the enactment of the Do- 
minion Parliament must prevail over 
that of the Province, and if the two 


are in conflict, as they clearly are 
in the present case, 

For these reasons their Lordships 
im July last dismissed the appeal, and 
directed the appellant to pay the 


costs of it.

New York, Oct, 22.—John 8 Kens 
nedy, the banker and philanthropist, 
who has already made large donations 
to the institutions with which he is 
connected and = particularly to the 
Presbyterial Hospital, of which he is 
president, has given auother $1,000,- 
000 to the Wospital, 

The announcement of the donation 
was anade today, on the occasion of 
Mr, Kennedy's fittieth wedding anni- 
versary. The money is to ‘be devoted 
to construction purposes. It could 
not be learned today whether or not 
the officers of the institution had any 
new buildings in mind which were to 
be ereeted through the new fund, 

Mr, Kennedy has the hibit of mak- 
ing large gifts to institutions without 
saying anything much more about 
them. His most recent large gil, was 
one of $500,000 to Columbia Univer- 
sity ubout two years ago, When the

Union City, Tenn, Oct, 22—With an 
additional $10,000 practically pledged 
from citizens of Trenton as reward {fo 
be added to a like amount guaranteed by 
Governor Patterson for the capture of 
the murderers (dead or alive) involved in 
Reelfoot lake tragedy in which Capt.
